'The train was standing 
still 
when 
hit. 
The dining car and the day coach 
received the full force of the avalanche 
and were carried dow-n an embankment 
three hundred feet. 


All Reported Killed or injured. 


All the persons in the two cars were 
reported as killed or injured. 
Physi- 
cians Jiave been sent from Everett. The 
train had been stopped by a small slide 
which had covered the track. 


Corea is about 
120 miles east of 
Seattle and is at the loop of a big 
switch back. 
It is the second station 
down the west slope from the Cascade 
tuoBel, and the accident is said to have 
occurred at almost the exact spot Avhere 
a train was swept 
from 
the 
tracks 
FeK";28, 1910, with great loss of life. 
Thundered Down Mountain Side. 


Workmen had just completed remov- 
ing the snow and debris from the rails 
and the train 
Mas about 
to 
proceed 
when 
an 
avalanche 
thundered 
down 
from the mountain 
side. 
The 
dining 
car and day coach were struck squarely 
and swept away. 
The other cars and 
the engines were left on the track. 


Two negi'o porters and a trainman 
are known to be dead. 
Tlie dining car 
is reported burning. 
The cars in the 
gulch are not covering by snow as in 
the 1910 disaster. 
.\t that time many 
of the dead were suffocated. 


Hear Cries for Help. 


Cries for help from the cars in the 
gulch can be heard on the track above. 


The tiri:t passenger reached in the 
day coach, a .small boy, was se\-erely 
injured. 
The next two passengers were 
dead. 


Five employes in the dining car arc 
believed to be dead. 
Tlirce hours after 
the 
wreck 
it avup impossible to 
say 
how many passenger? were in the day 
coach. 


Exact Loss of Life Unknown. 


The exact loss of life was imknown 
several hours afterward, but every per- 
son ill the two cars was believed to have 
been killed or injured. 
The dining car, 
Avhich contained five cnmiiany emploj'es, 
caught lire. The day coa'-li did not t^ko 
fire, but there was diiliculty in entering 
it over the snow and debris. 


The first passenger found by the res- 
cuers was a little l)oy, alive hut 
se- 
Tcrely injured. 
The next two pa,ssen- 
gers were dead. 
Two dead and three 
injured were then taken from the dining 


car. 
The railroad officials ha.d not ob- 
tained any names of victims up to noon.

"Didn't you send them?" 
"I never answered the letter." 
Marhenke admitted to the court that 
iii.s wages since leaving Fort Wayne has 
hcen from $70 to ?90 a month and that 
his whisky bills averaged at least 35 cents 
a day.

Further reports regarding the re- 
sumption of hostilities between Mon- 
tenegro and Austria following a re- 
jection of peace terms by the IFor- 
mer, are lacking and there is small 
disposition in Teutonic quarters even 
to admit that there has been any. 
break in the negotiations.

quoted a Cologne newspaper as con- 
ceding that obstacles had arise» dnr- 
-ini. thcf^^ negotiations and that. ttiere 
had been a refusal of a part of the 
Montenegrin army to lay down its 
arms.

111 its decision on the first case of the kind to be brought before 
it, the state industrial board has raled that the dependent relatives 
of an employe who meets death while intoxicated are not entitled un- 
der the workmen's compensation law to receive compensation from 
the employer. The decision is based on the section of the compensa- 
tion act that clearly conveys the intent that "no industry shall be 
charged with the burden of indemnifying an injured employe whose 
injury is the result of his own intoxication.'' 


Serious and regrettable as will be the effect of the decision upon 
the unfortunate dependents who are thus barred from compensation, 
the raling is undoubtedly in line with exact justice and will be sus- 


- tained by the courts if it is caiTied there on a test. The dependents 
. lose the benefits of compensation through no fault of their own, it is 
time, but any law which placed the entire burden of responsibility 
upon the employer and wholly absolved the employe from liability 
for his own acts, however much they might have contributed to dis- 
aster, would be so manifestly unfair that it could not stand. Without 
the provision to check wilfull misconduct and criminal carelessness 
by placing it outside the pale of liability, no industry could hope to 
bear the burden of responsibility. The result would be the ovei-turn- 
ing.of the entire law and the denial to worthy and legitimate claim 
ants the benefits which it now confers. 


The whole idea of the law is based upon the presumption that 
both employer and employe siiall use every proi)cr care and safe- 
guard against accident. 
Manifestly the man Avho attempts to per- 
form his work wliilc in an intoxicated condition submits himself to a 
hazard which ho has no right to ask his employer to share, and thr, 
law as it is construed absolves the latter. Unfortunately the situation 
does not afford protection to the dependent ones upon whom 
, the drunken man heaps the burden of risk. That fact should be fully 
- realized by the man addicted to drink who has wife and little ones de- 
pendent upon his daily earnings for their support. It cannot be em- 
phasized too strongly. 


T!)c government is acting with promptness in transferring Con- 
sul Higgins from Suttgart, (ienuany, because his-alleged criticisms 
against., Gennany have made him persona non grata, to the Berlin 
government. The action is wholly justifiable. We insist on the re- 
moval of representatives of foreign govemments who overstep the 
bounds of propriety in this country, and we can do no less than ac- 
quiesec in a similar course where objection is made to American rep-t 
resentatives abroad. As a matter of fact, however, American diplo- 
mats have made a splendid record during the progress of the war, not 
only in the performance of their duties, but in performing them cir- 
cumspectly. Except in very rare instances there has been no com: 
plaint in any quarter that the foreign representatives of the United 
States have been other than efficient, discreet and fair in positions 
^vhich present many extremely ticklish perplexities. 


Likewise, it should not be forgotten that, with a campaign ap- 
proaching, a good many of those fire-eating speeches which are being 
delivered in congress these d&ya are enunciated for home consump- 
tion, In addition to keeping the ship of state off the rocks the states- 
men are anxious to afford the folks back home some evidence that

back to port today after having sailed 
yesterday for Archangel with a 
large 
cargo consigned to the Russian govern- 
ment. 
The fire boat William 
Gaynor 
met the freigjiter at 
quarantine 
and 
after 
quantities 
o! 
steam 
had been 
turned into the Sygna's forehold from 
which clouds of 
smoke 
were 
potiring 
when she reached port, it was believed 
the fire, was virtually imder control. 


Officers and members of the freight- 
er's -crew said 
that, so 
far as 
they 
knew, no explosion preceded 
the 
fire, 
but they were imable to offer an ex- 
planation 
of how the blaze originated 
in it hold 
which 
they said 
contained 
only structural steel and railway ma- 
terial. 
tVHien asked if there Avas any 
evidence 
indicating the fire had 
been 
of incendiary origin the officers said, 
"that it was too soon to make an in- 
vestigation," and declined to comment 
upon the imusual features of the blaze. 


Members of the Syna's crew who cov- 
ered the hatch of the foi-ehold yester- 
day said there was no indication of fire 
when the freighter sailed and that 
it 
was 
early 
yesterday 
evening 
before 
one of the watch saw 
smoke 
seeping 
from around the hatch. 
The cover was 
hurriedly 
taken 
off 
and 
while 
no 
flames could be seen, a great quantity 


of smoke rose from the 
hold.

captain and officers were mystified eoil- 
cerning the origin of the blaze lind 
was decided to put back at once. , 


Owing to the tightly packed m a n of ^ 
steel beneath decks the crew of the Art. 
boat found much diffictdty in 
fighting 
the blaze, ^ d 
in attempting to enter 
the hold: 
I t was impossible to locate 
the center of the fire or to learn the , 
nature of the material that was burn- 
ing and for this reason- the fire homt 
continued to . pour steam into the hold 
foi several hoiirs. 
The Sygna will'^be - 
docked, partly imloaded and

ly examined, to determine the cattse of 
the 
blaze. 
Steel 
rails 
and

forms of structural steel were said to 
be in the bottom of the forehold while 
on top 
of this material was a large 
amount of railway supplies, chiefly'steel 
car Mparts for assembling in Russia.

could not be learned whether the veeeel 
had any munitions aboard. 
The .fiifle 
o n the Sygna is the latest of a long ' 
series of fires and explosions which hare 
occtured on vessels shortly after they 
sailed from this 
and other 
Americaa 
ports 
with 
munitions or supplies fer 
the allies. 
In numerous cases it has 
been found that the fires were caused 
by incendiary bombs or fuses but eer- 
eral of the cases have gone unexplained^ 
at least so far as the public is coa« 
cemed.

Washington, 
Jan. 
22.—Eighty-seven 
corporations own a total of ten million 
developed horsepower—water and steam 
—or sixty-six per cent, of the total de- 
veloped horsepower ia the United States 
today«. 


Eighteen corporations control 
more 
than one-half of the total Avater power 
used in public service operations in the 
United 
States, while six corporations 
control more than one-fourth. 
There is 
a fiuther relationship 
through 
inter- 
locking directorates of power companies, 
lo the extent that 16 groups of com- 
] anies, made up of 1.56 separate com- 
panies, control 2,226,000 water horsepow- 
er and in addition 
4,160,000 
steam 
horsepower, making a total of 45 per 
cent, of all the public service power in 
the United States. 


These are a few of the outstanding 
facts coi^ined in a special report just 
submittetr to the senate by the forest 
service; the results of months of pains- 
taking investigation into the power sit- 
uation. 
The fact is demonstrated in the 
report that concentration of ownership 
—monopolization of power development, 
—is proceeding at a rapid ratje; that the 
future development of industrial life in 
America is now practically in the hands 
of a small group of men, who by inter- 
locking- directorates, common stock own- 
ership, or dual office holding, bind to- 
gether the great "power trust" which 
doniinale.s the situation in the United 
State.-i today. 


The extent of concentration of con- 
irol is greatest in the eastern states, 
having increased largely between 1902 
and 1912, and still more rapidly in the 
last three years. The only hope for pre- 
V enting 
complete 
monopolization 
of 
water-power lies in the power sites in 
national forests and on public lands over 
which the government still has control 
.Should the federal governipent relinquish 
title to these sites, the indtistrial futurf 
of America would practically pass into 
the hands of a few water-power maront«, 
whom the report shows are intimately 
interlocked with 
the

banking 
houses- of New York and Boston.

Indiana in December, 1915, There were 
2,842 deaths in December of the prev- 
ious yeasr. The death rate in December, 
1915, was 13 to each 1,000 population. 


The greatest number of deaths last 
December was due to pneumonia, which 
claimed 350 victims. This was 86 more 
than for the same month in 1914. There 
were 318 deaths from tuberculosis dur- 
ing December, 1915.

for each 1,000 in the principal cities of 
the state during the month follow: 


Evansville, 13.8; Fort Wayne, 12..3; 
Terre Hhute, 12.7; South Bend, 13.1;

16.2.

It was the chance of my life to get 
into the ring with a champion and

The modem dancing on skates, which 
created such a furore in all the large 
cities oi Europe several seasona ago, and 
is being taken up in this country with 
equal enthusiaem now, will appeal most 
strongly to women. 
With all the steps 
and cliangcs carefully analyzed, it is 
not difficult for the fairly accomplished 


skater to learn these dance figures with- 
in a feM' weeks. 


Tlie ^'aIse is perhaps the most popular 
today, and many of the variations are 
being acquired by enthusiastic skaters. 
Once mastered, the art of skating js 
never forgotten. 
Being both a health- 
ful exercise and a diversion, it is a sport 
which everyone, both yoimg 
and 
old, 
should take up—and take up with the 
idea of acquiiing real proficiency. 


These photogi-aphs were snapped of 
me hapliazzard, and do not tell the con- 
secutive story of the Valse. 
But they- 
do give an idea of some of the steps. It 
is difficult ti> give an outline «f the po- 
sitions. following one after another, be- 
cause in dancing on skates 
conditions 
are at sucli wide variance at different 
times as to make one set of rules wholly 
impossible to follow at all times and on 
vajioiis ice surfaces. 


Tho learning of each position is not 
difficult as it would sceni- 
But it re- 
quires patience. 
It necessitates work. 
The fair skatci' probably can take some 
of tile less (lifTiciiIt steps without so 


TOtich as a full hour's practice. 
But to 
perfect herself in the interesting new 
art of ice skating, 
skater must prac- 
tice—practice—practice. 


The matter of dress .should be consid- 
ered too. 
Tlie sicate dancer should wear 
a short enough skirt to permit easy mo- 
tion, and a short jacket rather than a 
long coat. 
I 
have 
found that men's 
skate.i permit the best dancing, especial- 
ly should one attempt any toe work on 
the ice. 


However, it mupt be admitted 
that 
there are few skaters "who are success- 
ful in toe dancing on ekates. 
I should 
not be surprised if they numbered lees 
than a hundred in the United States. 
Of course there are many "near toe- 
skaters." 


But it's worth taking a 
chance 
at 
learning, for there is no mqre exu^uiaitc 
art, no more invigorating exercise, no 
better fun than dancing on the icc, on 
skates.

tions as nearly similar as possible to the 
original. 


iThe result of IMr. Griffith's efforts is 
a new and stupendous art for which no 
adequate name has yet been found. "The 
Birth, of a Nation" combines spectacle, 
drama, history, romance, tragedy, com- 
edy, music—all in one harmonious en- 
semble that captivates equally the eye 
and the ear. 
In a presentation lasting 
a little less than three hours it epito- 
mizes the life of a 
nation. 
That 
is 
something that the old art could' never 
do. 
The obsolete "stage unities" are 
thrown to the winds and Griffith carries 
the'splendid story from the introduction 
of slavery into

The Man Who Made "The Birth of a Nation"i Says That One 
Day We Will Pay $5—It's Answering the Law of iNatural 
Selection.

HILE there has been a vast 
amount of comment regard- 
ing the advent of the $2 mo- 
tion picture, it seems to me 
that there really is no occasion for 
surprise that a picture should be pro- 
duced which vies with the best offer- 
ings of the dramatic stage. After all 
it is nothing but the old first law of 
nature—the survival of the fittest The 
remainder is purely a question of se- 
lection and execution. > 


When it was first announced that we 
Intended to present "The Birth of a 
Nation" in a regular Broadway Thea- 
ter, which had ne-^r played a picture 
attraction bfefore, ¿¿e wiseacres of the 
theater world said It would not snc- 
ceed. You see, they kpew nothing of 
pictures. 
Most people had looked 
upon a motion picture drama as a ten 
cent proposition. They measured ev- 
erything by the standard of price. It 
was not surprising that they* overlook- 
,cd the fundamental facts Jn the case 
and were unprepared to pass Judgment 
jipon this undertaking. 
But in all 
truth there was nothing daring or ven- 
turesome in it. 
You see, we knew 
what we had. That was an advantage 
which the other fellow had never tak- 
en liito conBlderation. 
v 
' The significance of this Is In the proof 
of the big picture lieing an undoubted 
: flticcesg. There will be many two dol- 
lar pictures. The Buccess will depend 
entirely upon how well they are done, 
mnd reverts back solely to m questiop 
ct merit It takes great cafe, time and 
Mn enbi^oua'expense to prodnce a pic 


ture which will compare with the best 
the spoken drama can bring forth. But, 
given the theme, the understanding 
and the ability to project his Ideals, 
the moving picture director has a ma- 
terial advantage over the stage direc- 
tor who puts on a comedy or a drama 
of contemporary life. 
The latter is 
confined and limited in his scope. He 
can show only certain scenes in the 
limits of three walls, and at best has 
only a few square feet in which to 
place his characters. 
For his back- 
ground he must depend upon painted 
scenery 
and 
manufactured effects, 
which are, after all, only miserable 
Imitations of natural objects. I^do not 
mean this In a spirit of criticism. 
There are fundamental ideals of the 
spoken drama which make it the aris- 
tocrat of the "arts. 
Every one of us 
has pleasant recollections of great mo- 
ments when true dramatists enjoyed 
the privileges pf artistic Interpreta- 
tions. When a great actor throws the 
best there is In him into the principal 
role (ft a fine play you have a combina- 
tion which is irresistible. I have been 
impressed deeply by such perfonn- 
ances upon several visits to the thea- 
ter. Whtit paln^g or piece of sculp- 
ture stands out }n your memory to 
compare with this living, breathing 
thing you are part of for a single 
evening. 
Long years afterward in 
pleasurable reveries you recall the play 
and the player. Who ever saw Irvlng's 
matchless work in "Louis XI." can 
forget that wonderful seen«» when, he 
u r ^ the images on his cap to listen 
to him and yet mas e^uivocatinf at 


the same time. Or can one ever qnlte' 
éffaee from memory the majestic man- 
ner with which Mansfield, as Gymno 
de Bergerac, tossed his purse to the 
crowd? These are specific instances to 
illustrate my meaning. 
' ( 


It was the art of Interpretation glori- 
fied. The player and his mood became 
the great figure in such cases. 
With 
the moving picture it is different. The 
poetic simulation, the tour de force 
which arrests .attention -and makes 
memories that are to live, is a silent 
power. The brain behind this art is 
never revealed. It lends itself to that 
conccfilment which is one of the rarest 
attributes of true art. The living thing 
is subjective. There is no rivalry with 
the spoken drama. Each has its niche 
and, if artistically done, will live. The 
mere presentation may be ephemeral, 
but the ideas and the recollections go 
on and on as long as life lasts. 


In motion pictures we have a largt. 
field in which to operate. On the stage 
these so called "effects" are imitations 
at best. In the film play we show the 
actual occurreaice and are not hamper- 
ed by the size of our stage or the num- 
ber of people we can crowd into the 
scene. If our story traverses to a bat- 
tlefield we show an actual battlefield. 
If it means that 10,000 people were 
part of this conflict we engage 10,000 
people, rehearse them in minute detail, 
and when we are ready we show you 
that scene as realistically as if you 
were looking down from a hilltop and 
watching an engagement of contending 
forces. 
^ 


Let us look into the cost of this. This 
scene for a motion picture might cost 
yon In the neighborhood of $75,000. 
But the cost ends with the taking of 
the original negative. There are no 
salaries after this, and the only ex- 
pense is the comparatively slight one 
of making new copies from the original 
negative. 


A big spectacle on the stage can at 
the utmost employ 400 people in a 
scene. This is an unusually large num- 
ber. It takes the same time and pains 
to rehearse them that It does to handle 
10,000 people in a motion picture scene. 
But the stage production goes on daily, 
with-eight or ten performances a week, 
and the salaries and costuming of the 
supernumeraries run up to ?2,500 a 
week, so that at the end of two sea-» 
sons these forces have cost easily 
$150,000. Here you have twice the out- 
lay for 400 people that it costs a mb- 
tion picture directpr to employ 10,000. 
if there is any significance in these ^ 
figures they point an important moral ' 
without need of further explanation. 
In the same way we can go afield and 
get anything we want. If there is a 
shipwreck we show the angry sea and 
the restless waves. For a lover's tryst 
we have but to pick out some sylvan 
dell and bring our players there and let 
them act as two people in love would 
act under à given circumstance, and 
the great audiences weave their own 
romances and do the larger share of 
the acting for that scene. Along the 
side lines we can have ror.es blooming 
in the sunlight with a snow crusted 
mountain in the background. In our 
drama the trees wave in the breezes 
and blades of grass damp with real 
ewdrops are none too insignificant to 
ecome a part of thejactipn. You see, 
an obsefving director has the world 
for his studios. The centuries have 
been piling up these Inexhaustible pro- 
ductions'for him. He has but to use 
artistic sense in the matter of selec- 
tion. 


The motion picture is no longer an 
Infant art It''is the newest and most 
powerful form of dramatic eipression, 
and there is no end to which It can 
be carried. 
I firmly beliève the day 
will coinè when/ great poetic pictures 
win not only compare with ' the best ^ 
of the legitimate stage, but will be 
upon a parity^ with the greatest pro^ 
ductions of grand opera and at corre- 
sponding« prices. 
Remember, à few 
years ago it was the limit of extrava- 
gance to spend $500 on a moving pic- 
ture production. 
At that time we 
played to flvCiCent audiences. Now we 
spend $600,000 on a picture, and wa. 
crowd the ^eaters everywhere at, $2 
a seat. By this ratio what is to hin- ; 
der the. sup4rprodu<^'from upending > 
thràe times ithat amount., andj getting

Murder of W. H. Dickens in His 
Peaceful Longmont, Colo., Home, 
Recalls the Malediction Poured on 
His Head in 1869 by Bill Du 
Bois, Who Was Slain by a 
Posse 
After 


Trampled 
Men 
Under 
His 
Horse's Feet and 
Shot His Way to 
Freedom When 
Cornered in His 
Home. 


DU 
BOIS' 
dying 
curse, uttered in tne sum- 
mer of 1869, when the ban- 
dit, 
riddled 
with 
bullets, 
faced a posse from behind 
his dead horse in the Col- 
orado hills and called down 
violent death on the lead- 
er and his posse, has been 
fulfilled. 
The leader 
was 
W. H. Dickens, 
shot 
to 
death this winter In his peacerul Longmont, 
Colo., home. 


The steel-clad bullet which pierced the win- 
dow pane and killed the banker, did the work 
Which the leaden slug from the French-Cana- 
dian's revolver missed so narrowly 
forty-six 
years back, for with his curse Du Bois fired a 
Bhot that passed through the crown of Dickens' 
hat as he sat his horse directing the work of 
primitive justice. 


It w-as a long time ago, and perhaps the 
Longmont capitalist had forgotten the male- 
diction put on his head in the early days of 
Burlington. 
Today Burlington is gone. 
The 
site of the told town, four miles south of Long- 
mont, on the St. Vrain Uiver, boasts a few 
gray, weather-beaten timbers, but the old-tim- 
ers still remember "the curse of Bill Du Bols." 


There had been bad blood in the country be- 
tween Du Bois' crowd and the determined young 
settlers of Burlington. 
The French-Canadian 
had an evil reputation. 
The stages were held 
up and the mails robbed too often to suit the 
men who were trying to build their homes in 
the foothills. 


Finally there was a trial. 
Du Bois was In- 
dicted by a federal grand jury and brought 
before L'ncle Sam on a charge of stealing mail 
sacks- 
Dickens 
and 
his 
friends 
appeared 
against him, but proof was lacking. 
The bandit 
was tuined loose. 


V\'ith hate in his heart for every man who 
had sought to convict him, Du Bois returned to 
Burlington, 
swearing 
vengeance. 
The 
cabin 
wheie he lived with his father, still remem- 
bered as "Frenchy," 
was beyond the 
rough 
confines of the settlement. 


Waits for Revenge. 


Du Bois, the hot temper of his race turned 
evil, starved in the hills for his chance to get 
even. 


One day Kd Kinney, one of the men who had 
told of hit; suspicions to the Federal Court, was 
returning 
iiom 
Boulder, 
driving 
a 
wagon. 
Du Bois met him on the road. 


• you're one of the devils responsible for call- 
ing me thief," the bandit said to him at the 
point of a rille. 
'Tou broke me, now go on to 
town, get me 5500 and bring it here, 
Two 
hours you have." 


Two hours later, Kinney appeared and an- 
other man in the wagon with him. 
Du Bois 
rose out of the grass by the road. 


"Got the money?" he asked. 
Kinney answered hotly that he did not have 
it and that he did not intend ,to get it. 
The 
next instant he fell with a hole in his fore- 
head and the team was running back toward 
town carrying the witness to the murder. 


Home Is Searched. 


When the news spread through the little 
, settlement the few score citizens of the place 
formed a pos.se immediately under the leader- 
ehip. of Dickens. 
Ten of them went to the 
place where Kinney had,,pitched out of the 
vragon, but the murderer 
was 
gone. 
They 
searched the hills "'without avail. 


Nightfall brought them to old Frenchy's cabin. 
The white-haired father was sitting on a box 
outside the door smoking. 
He shook his head. 
His son had ridden aWay that morning. 
He 
had not seen him since. 
Why did they want 
him? 


Dickens ordered the place searched. 
Several 
men dismounted, ,the house was surrounded. 
First they knocked on the door, then tried the 
iDck. 
Old man Du Bols- sat quietly smoking. 
Ti'.e door was looked.

"Break it in," said Dickens. 
Two men put their shoulders against it. 
The 
wood splintered and gave way. 
They started 
forward 


Suddenly out of the darkness there was the 
crash and ñame 
of shots. 
A huge shadow 
sprang into life AND OUT through the door, 
trampling men and wreckage, rode Bill DuBois, 
the reins in his teeth and a revolver spitting 
lead from each hand. 


He got away. 
Forty armed men were there 
to capture him, but he got away through sheer 
nerve, and the surprise of hie strategy. 
Be- 
fore the posse rode on his 
he was lost in 
•the night. 


Through all the dark hours, the Burlington 
settlers hunted, combed the country south of 
the St. Vrain. 
The search lasted into the next 
day. 
Finally, four miles west of Burlington, 
Dickens, the leader, saw Du Bois crossing a 
clearing, his horse lame. 


Within an hour the posse was collected and 


the murderer suiTounded. 
The French-Cana- 
dian saw escape was hopeless. 
He got his 
horse and took cover behind him. 


Several of Posse Hit. 


For an hour more the battle lasted. Du Bols 
loaded and fired his two revolvers with desper- 
ate coolness. 
Several in the posse were hard 
hit, but the rain of bullets that poured down in 
the man behind the horse, soon, began to tell. 
Finally he appeared to collapse. 
Dickens, the 
leader, rushed forward. 


Then the murderer rose up. 
Stretching to 
his full height, one gun still In his left hand, 
the blood running across his face, he raised his 
right arm, pointed it at Dickons and cursed. It 
was a strange curse made up of jumbled Cana- 
dian superstitions, Indian medicine and Anglo- 
Saxon profanity, but it stayed In the memory 
of many a man who heard It. The ending par- 
ticularly stayed. 
' "Curse you, Dickens, and your crew. 
You've 
killed me. 
May you all die as I die with blood 
and hating." 


He fired with his left hand and fell. The btd- 
let bored a hole through the leader's hat. When 
he reached Du Bois' side, the man was dead. 


So ended Du Bols, but the curse remained in 
men's minds. 
The "Curse of Bill Du Bols" 
formed the topic of many a fireside story. And 
according to these old-timers, «very member, 
of that posse, except two still Hving, have m«t 
unnatural deaths. 
' 


But Dickens s&emed to forget It. 
His sUc- 
oeas as an early settler never wavered. 
He 
worked hard, fought the pioneer figiit and ac- 
cumulated wealth, 
Burlington passed Into hla- 
tory, and the men who had formed the posse In 
1869 were scattered to the four winds. 


Days of Violence Pms. 


Dickens settled in Longmont. 
The days of 
violence and excitement also passed into his- 
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tory. 
Prosperous farmers settled the country 
where the posse rode the night before the 
curse. 
Stores and buildings grew up and the 
memory of Bill Du Bois grew dim. 


Then, forty-s'x years after, in his peaceful 
home a message from the pas,t came to Dick- 
ens. He died as Bill Du Bols had died, "with 
blood," and the story of the curse revived in 
the memory of the old frontiersmen. 
Wats n 
Bacon, 1249 Gaylord street, Denver, was llvhjg 
in a cabin three miles from the place where' 
the murderer died. 


He fupished the details of the tragic story, 
corroborated by the reminiscenced 
pf 
other 
early settlers in that district. 
All of them re- 
member the tradition of the curse. No attempt 
Is biade by tHem to connect the last murder 
directly 
with the ¡Prench-Canadian's 
dyin« 
wish.

Miss Gish was first engaged with the Biograph, study- 
ing and training with Mr. Griffith's companies; and in an 
amazingly brief time she was carrying important rolea.

Erzerurn had been defeated and was 
retreating precipitately to the pro- 
tection of the Erzerum forts.

Drunkenness and Liability. 


In its (li-irision on tin: first rase of the kintl to In- brought before 


it, the state industrial board has ruled that the dependent relatives 
of an employe who meets death while intoxicated arc not entitled un- 
der the workmen's compensation law to receive compensation from 
the employer. The decision is based on the section of the compensa- 
tion act that dearly conveys the intent that ''no industry shall be 
charged with the burden of indemnify ing an injuivd employe whose 
injury is the result of his own intoxication." 


Serious and regrettable as will be the effect, of the decision upon 


the unfortunate dependents who are thus barred from compensation, 
the ruling is undoubtedly in line with exact justice and will be sus- 
tained by the courts if it is carried there on u test. The dependents 
lose the benefits of compensation through no fault of their own, it is 
true, but any law which placed the entire burden of responsibility 
upon the employer and wholly absolved the employe from liability 
for his own acts, however much they might, have, contributed to dis- 
aster, would be so manifestly unfair that it. could not stand. Without 
the provision to check wilfull misconduct and criminal carelessness 
by placing it outside the pale of liability, no industry could hope to 
bear the burden of responsibility. The result would be the, overturn- 
ing of the entire law and the denial to worthy and legitimate claim 
ants tlic benefits which it now confers. 


The whole idea of the law is based upon flu: presumption that, 


both employer and employe shall use every proper care and safe- 
guard against accident. 
Manifestly the man who attempts to per- 


form, bis work while hi an intoxicated condition submits himself to a 
hazard which he has an.) right, to ask his employer to share, and tliB 
law as it is construed absolves the latter. Unfortunately the situation 
docs not afford protection to the dependent ones upon whom 
Ihe drunken man heaps the burden of risk. That fact should be fully 
realized by the man addicted to drink who has wife and little ones do- 
•pendent upon his daily earnings Cor their support. It cannot be em- 
phasized too strongly.

used in public service operations in the 
United States, while six corporations 
control more than one-fourth. There U

locking directorates of power companies, 
to the extent that 10 groups of com- 
panies, made up of 15(5 separate com- 
panies, control 2.220,000 water horsepow- 
er and in addition 
4,160,001) 
steam 


horsepower, making a total of 45 per 
(put. of all the public service power in 
the United States. 


These are. a few of the outstanding 


facts contained in a special report just 
"submitted to the senate> by the forest 
service; the results of months of pains- 
taking investigation.jnto the power sit- 
uation. The fact is demonstrated in the 
report that concentration of ownership 


-monopolization of power development 
—is proceeding at n. rapid rate; that the. 
future development of industrial life in

The skate dancer should wear 
a short enough skirt to permit easy mo- 
tion, and a short jacket ratlinr than a 
long coat; 
I 
have 
found that men's 


skate.i permit the best dancing, especial- 
ly should one attempt any toe work oc 
tho ice. 


However, it must be admitted that 


thera are few skaters who are success- 
ful in too dancing on skates. I should 
not bo surprised if they numbered less 
than a hundred in the United States. 
Of course there are many "near toe- 
skaters." 


But it's worth taking a chance 
at 


learning, for there is no more exquisite 
art, no more invigorating exercise, no 
better fun than dancing on the ice, on 
skates.

The Bass road is part of concrete and

It now 
gives automobilists.a continuous stretch 
of pared highway from near Arcola to 
beyond New Havtn, a distance of over 
fifteen miles straight-away. 


The iiird of tho improvements is the 


elimination of tho crossing grade at 
Wayne Trace and tho-Pennsylvania com- 
pany. The crossing runs through the 
midst of the Pennsylvania's big classifi- 
c»tion yards, and was a tremendous un- 
dertaking. The crossing for years was 
considered the most dangerous in North- 
ern Indiana, and scores of persona, have 
lost their-lives-in the •vicinity..

But. Seagrue and Spike did work. When Helen, 


Rhinelander and Storm left the scene the two, 
beading with sweat, were pitching ties in record 
time.

HILE there has -been a vast 


amount of comment regard- 
ing the advent of the $2 mo- 
tion picture, it seems to me 


that there really is no occasion for 
surprise that a picture should be pro- 
duced which vies with the, best offer- 
ings of the dramatic stage. After all 
It is nothing but the old first law of 
nature— the survival of the fittest The 
remainder. is purely a nuastion of se- 
lection and execution. 


"When it was first announced that we 


intended to present "The Birth of a 
Nation" in a regular Broadway Thea- 
ter, which had n«-?r played a -picture 
attraction before, iie wiseacres of the 
theater world said it would not suc- 
ceed. You see, they knew nothing of 
pictures. 
Most people had 
looked 


upon a motion picture drama as a ten 
cent proposition. They measured ev- 
erything by the standard of price. 
It 


was not surprising that they overlook- 
ed the fundamental facts in the case 
and were unprepared to pass judgment 
upon this undertaking. 
But in all 


truth there was nothing daring or ven- 
turesome in it 
Ton see. we knew 


•what we had. That was an advantage 
which the other fellow had never tak- 
en Into consideration. 


The significance of this is in the proo: 


of the big picture being an undoubted 
success. There will be many two dol 
lar pictures. The success will depend 
entirely upon how well they are done 
and reverts back solely to a question 
of merit It takes great care', time and 
tn enormous expense to produce a pic 


•are which will compare with the best 
he spoken drama can bring forth. But, 
given the theme, the understanding 
nd the ability to project his ideuls, 
he moving picture director hns a ma- 
erial advantage over the stage direc 


who puts on a comedy or a drama 
contemporary liCe. 
The latter is 


onfined and limited in his scope. He 
can show only certain scenes in the 
imits of three walls, and at best has 
only a -few square feet in which to 
place his characters. 
For bis back- 


ground he must depend upon painted 
scenery 
and 
manufactured effects, 


which are, after all. only miserable 
imitations of natural objects. I do not 
mean 'this in a spirit of criticism. 
There arc fundamental ideals of the 
spoken drama which make It the aris- 
;ocrat of the arts. Every one of us 
has pleasant recollections of great mo- 
ments when true dramatists enjoyed 
the privileges of artistic interpreta- 
tions. When a great actor throws the 
best there is in him into the principal 
role of a fine play you have a combina- 
tion which is irresistible. I have been 
Impressed 'deeply by such perform- 
ances upon several visits to the thea- 
ter. What painting or piece of sculp- 
ture stands out in your memory to 


the same time. Or can one ever quite' 
efface from memory the majestic man- 
ner with which Mansfield, as Cyrano 
de Bergerae, tossed his purse to the 
iroTrd? These are specific Instnaws to 
illustrate my meaning. 
< 


It was the art of interpretation glori- 


fied. The player and his mood became 
the great figure in such cases.

Today Burlington is gone. 
The 


Bite of the told town, four miles south of Long- 


•• mont; on the St. Vraln River, boasts a few 


gray, weather-beaten timbers, but the old-tim- 
ers still remember "the curse of Bill Du Bola." 


There had beer, bad blood in the country be- 


tween Du Bois' crowd and the determined young 
*ettlers of Burlington. The French-Canadian 
had an evil reputation. The stages were held 
up and the mails robbed too often to suit the 
men who were trying to build their homes in 
the foothills. 


Finally there was a trial. Du Bois was In- 


dicted by a federal grand jury and brought 
before Uncle Sam on a charge of stealing mail

*= Home Is Searched. 


When the news spread through the little 


settlement the few score citizens o£ the place 
formed a posse immediately under the leader- 
ship of Dickens. Ten of them went to tho 
place where Kinney had pitched out of the 
wagon, but the murderer was gone. 
They 


searched the hills without avail. 


Nightfall brought them to old Frenchy's cabin. 


The white-haired father was sitting on a box 
outside the door smoking. He shook his head. 
His son had ridden away that morning. He 
had not seen him since. Why did they want 


- him? 


Dickens ordered the place searched. Several 


aicn dismounted, the house was surrounded. 
First they knocked on the door, then tried the 
luck. 
Old man Du Bois sat quietly smoking. 


Tlie door was locked. 


"Break it in." said Dickens. 
Two men put their shoulders against It. The 


wood splintered and gave way. They started 
forward 


Suddenly out of the darkness there waa the 


crash and name of shots. 
A huge shadow- 


sprang Into life AND OUT through th» door, 
trampling men and wreckage, rode Bill DuBols, 
the reins In his teeth and a revolver spitting 
lead from each hand. 


He got away. Forty armed men were there 


to capture him. but he got away through sheer 
nerve, and the surprise of his strategy. Be- 
fore the posse rode on his trail he was lost in 
the night. 


Through all the dark hours the Burlington 


settlers hunted, combed the country south of 
the St. Vrain. The search lasted into the next 
day. 
Finally, four, miles west of Burlington, 


Dickens, the leader, saw Du Bois crossing a 
clearing, his horse lame. 


Within an hour the posse was collected and 


the man behind the horse, soon.began to tell. 
Finally he appeared to collapse. Dickens, the 
leader, rushed forward. 


Then the murderer rose up. 
Stretching to 


his full height, one gun still in, his left hand, 


right arm, pointed it at Dickons and cursed. It 
was a strange curse mads Up u£ jumbled Cana- 


Saxon profanity, but it stayed In the memory 
of many a man who heard it. The ending par- 
ticularly stayed. 


"Curse you, Dickens, and your crew. Tou'v* 


killed me. Hay you all die as I die with blood 
and hating." 


He fired with his loft hand and fell. The bul- 


let bored a hole through the leader's hat. When 
he reached Du Bois' side, the man was dead. 


So ended Du Bois, but the curse remained In 


men's minds. 
Tito "Curse of Bill Du Bols" 


formed the topic of many a fireside story. And 
according to these old-timers, every member 
of that posse, except two still living, have met 
unnatural deaths. 


But Dickens seemed to forget it. His suc- 


cess as an early settler never wavered. He 
worked hard, fought the pioneer fight and ac- 
cumulated wealth. Burlington passed into his- 
tory, and the men who had formed the posse In 
1S63 were scattered to the four winds. 


Days of Violence Pass. 


Dickens settled in Lonjrmont. 
The days of 


violence and excitement also passed Into his- 


tory. 
Prosperous farmers settled the country 


where the posse .rode the night before the 
curse. 
Stores and buildings grew up and the 


memory of Bill Du Bois grew dim. 


Then, forty-s'x years after, In his peaceful 


home a message from the past came to Dick- 
ens. He died as Bill Du Bois had died, "with 
blood," and the story.of the curse revived in 
the memory of the old frontiersmen. '.Vats >n 
Bacon, 1!49 Oaylord street, Denver, was living 
in a cabin three .miles from the place where 
Iha murderer died. 


He furnished the details of the tragic story, 


corroborated by the reminiscences of other 
early settlers in that district. All of them re- 
member the tradition of the curse. No attempt 
is made by them to connect the last murder 
directly with t'rfe l^ench-Canadiajn's dying 
wish.

juvenile courts and has instructed the 


minister of justice to draw up :ind submit to 
Parliament a bill creating children's courts in 
various parts of Spain. The plan is to have a 
presiding judge, who will be assisted by one 
or mor« lay judges, who will have jurisdiction 
over children under 15 years oM. It will havo 


authority in cases nf vagrancy and delinquency, 
and where the parents are shown to be irrespon- 
sible they may.be deprived of their guardian- 
ship. 


The courts, according to tile king's intention, 


will lie mo'icle'l on similar institutions In Eng- 
land. During his visits to London, and before 
the war Alfonso and his qi;ecn went to London 
at least once a year, the king frequently visited 
tho various courts and took an (jspeclal inter- 


st in tlic juvenile one.

HE most striking thing about the beautiful 
child actress, Lillian Gish, who, at the age of 
(i, made our drruin of i:Little Eva" come 
true, was a profusion of long, shining hair, 
like golden silk. Today, at 18, David Belasco 
calls her "the most beautiful blond in the 
world." 


•Miss Gish is slender, with an exquisitely graceful fig- 


ure, almost too girlish to afiect seriously the perplexing 
draperies now iu vogue for women. Tunics and flowing 
robes make her look like a young goddess. With her Jn- 
uocent face, large, heavily fringed blue eyes and full mouth, 
slightly pouting like a child's, one almost smiles to see her 
so tall and stately in the classic modes of the day. But it 
would be difficult to imagine anything more charming than 
this very inconsistency—this elusive contradiction between 
youth and womanhood. 


Her career on the legitimate stage was brilliant. No 


child who ever starred in venerable Uncle Tom's Cabin 
won more love and devotion the country over. She acted 
in The Child "Wife ana in In Convict Stripes at about the 
same time that Vivian Prescott and Mary Pickford were 
playing the sapc roles. She also appeared with Miss 
Pickford in The Good Little Devil. Almost the only respite 
from stage life she has had came in the months when she 
attended Ursuline Convent, in St. Louis, where her educa- 
tion was completed.

for the world of motion pictures. He realized that she had 
the gifts, and the capacity for work, to become a flawless 
soreen artist. Her possibilities fascinated the creative mind 
of the great director, who longed to see what she could da--- 
velop under his tutelage. 


Miss Gish was first engaged with the Biograph, study- 


ing and training with Mr. Griffith's companies; and in an 
amazingly brief time she was carrying important roles. 
When her eminent director went to the Mutual in the fall 
of 1913, she accompanied him. In the early winter she 
played several ingenue parts with much distinction and 
charm. 


Her ability, however, was put fully to the test in tha 


Griffith production, The Battle of the Sexes, written for 
the Reliance Company by Dr. Daniel Carson Goodman, 
author of the much-disputed "Hagar Revelry." In thii 
play Miss Gish' was oast for the most dramatic role. She 
first appears as a very young and unsophisticated girl^ 
whose life has been all happiness, but who is not without1 
latent fire and purpose. The development of the plot calls 
for the complete transformation of the blithe young crea- 
ture, who, in the opening act, so joyously celebrates lie* 
mother's birthday with the rest of the family, into a des-- 
perate heroine, obsessed -with the one awful thought of a 
life for a life. 


In the part of "Jane Andrews" Miss Gish accomplishes 


an exceedingly difficult piece of acting. She became tragio, 
even murderous, while still keeping the pathetic irrespon- 
sibility of extreme youth and inexperience, strained to an 
insane pitch by happenings over which she had no control.
